The 
most notable of these is the probaole de- 
feat of Coburn in the Seventh (Indianapolis) 
District. Holman, in ihe Fifth, and Cox, in the 
Eleventh, are also said to be elected, These are 
gains in districts originally mapped out for Re- 
publican majorities. It is not the first time that 
the State has been redistricted with reference to 
Holman’s defeat, and the effort has always boen 
unsuccessful. 

In Iowa the vote seems to have been light all 
over the State, and the Republicans will fall far 
short of the 60,000 majority which they gave 
Grant in 1872, and even of the 22,000 which they 
had in 1873. The most notable incident of 
the Iowa election is the probable success 
of Bowman, Opposition, over Pratt, in the 
Fourth Distiict. The entire Iowa delegation bas 
always been Republican, and now the election of 
one anti-Republican seems to be certain, and 
even McCrary’s success is questioned, and the 
DesMoines (Kasson’s) District is in doubt. 

So far the returns indicate that the political 
apathy of the time has damaged the Republicans 
a good deal more than the Opposition. If the 
Congressional clianges in Ohio are accepted as 
an indication of the State vote, the Democrais 
bave carried the State by a larger majority 
than Allen's a year ago, which was 817. 
In Indiana, Grant's majority, two years ago, was 
22,575, but the present election is so close that 
the result is not known, with indications strong- 
lyin favor_of the Opposition, and the defeat 
of Pratt for the United States Senate.

When Congress was in session last winter, 
much was said of economy, retrenchment, and 
debt reduction. People were led to believe that 
there would be, during the year, extraordinary 
ecouomy aud a reduction. of Ahe public debt un- 
paralleied in an equal length of time. Facts do 
not confirm these hopes. The last public debt 
statement shows a reduction of only $435,417.92 
for September, 1874. For the corresponding 
month of the preceding year, the reduction was 
#1,901,467.16. In May, June, July, August, and 
September, i874, the aggregate reduction of the 
public debt was $9,952,050.60. Im May, June, 
July, August, and September of 1873, the aggre- 
gate reduction was #$16,696,257.79. In view of 
these facts, we are tempted to inguire what 
has become of the promises of economy 
and retreuchment made by the party in power 
when it waa bidding for public favor. That 
Congress did intend to introduce economical re- 
forms seems clear from the appropriations which 
it made for the current fiscal year. The appro- 
priation for the last fiscal vear was $172,29),- 
700.82: for this it is only #155,030,491.27. But 
intentions aud promises do not speak half as 
eloquently as facts. Governments and parties. 
like individuais, are known by their fruits; by 
what they do, not by what they say. 
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Mr. Charles O’Conor and Mr. Reverdy John- 
son have published letters in which opposing 
views are taken as to the President’s powers in 
the matter of the recognition of Stace Govern- 
ments.

Gold Hill and the Dovil’s Gate. The battle was 
between two factions contending for the posses- 
sion of the mine. ‘There has for some » been 

trouble among the Trustees of the Justice Mis- 
ne Company, aud yesterday the side represented 
by Mr. Minear, President of the Company, ap- 
vas nted G. F. Keilogg, formeriy of the Crown 

-oint, Saperintevdent, in the piace of T. P. 
Smith, the Superintendent now In posession of 
the mini ard works. Troub!e was expected, but 
nothing so bloody as what finally occurred, 
lhere are said to have been ten men in the 
Waller Defeat hoisting-works at the time of the 
fight. The Keilogg party, headed by William P. 
hellogg, brother of G. Ff. he.Jogg, the newly 
appointed Superintendent, numvered twelve 
mer. Y 
The fight, such as. it was—for the Kellogg 
party fired but two or three shots—lasted but 
thrve or four minutes. Though short, iho bat- 
tle was decisive. Four men of the assailiag

He had just said “ Good morning, Mr. Buck,” to 
the Deputy Marshal, when ie fell to toe floor, Ail in 
the ofiice ran to «).e assistance of the fallen man, anc it 
was at once seen by lis appearance thot the sei, 
Was as serious as siidden io ite nature, Medical as- 
sistance was immediately eummoued, iu the shape of 
Dr.C. E. Tennents, of 175 Clark sireet, who pro- 
nounced the unfortunate man beyond all earthly aid, 
Mr. Dunuve died about a minute after ibe arrival 
of the doctor, who, after a brief examination 
of the deceased, pronounced the canse of death to have 
been an attack of cerebio-apoplexy. The body was 
removed to the late residence of decea ed, No, 113 
South Paulina street, where an inquest was held in the 
aflernoon by Coroner Stephens. The evidence of the 
post-mortem examination was corroboratory of the 
opinion expressed by Dr. Tennent, and the jury re- 
turned a verdict of death from cegebro-apoplexy. 
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Mr. Dunne had been for some years past a member |
